Peter's College in Jersey City in 1958 with a Bachelor's Degree in Chemistry. He served 
in the United States Army and was stationed in Fort Benning, GA. and Fort Hood, TX. 
Joe was a founder and Vice-President of Simulation, Inc., a Corporation Training 
company which enabled him to travel to all of the continental 48 states. He was a 
classically trained singer who loved all Classical music and the Great American 
Songbook. He also loved photography and being a business owner. He was a renowned 
joke and story teller. He loved to travel to Italy, especially Venice.
